Can vs. may 


an I? May I? 

The difference between 
“can" and “may” is one 
that puzzles many elementary 
school students - who eventually 
have it drummed into their heads 
that “can” refers to physical 
ability, while “may” refers to 
permission. 

So, while Johnny is physically 
capable of riding his skateboard 
down the middle of the street, 
according to both Mom and the 
Highway Traffic Act, he may not. 

This has an application to 
politics. 

Under the changes to the 
Election Act brought in by the 
Conservative government, the 
amount of money that can be 
spent on a campaign, both on 
the party level and by individual 
candidates, has increased 
substantially. And with Prime 
Minister Harper calling an early 
election on August 2 - more 
than doubling the usual 37-day 
campaign period - the expense 
caps are doubled. 

Back in 2011, Elections 
Canada set a spending cap of 
just over $21 million for each 
party fielding a full slate of 
candidates. This year, that cap, 
with the extended election 


period, stands at $54,475,840 
per party - with another $73.6 
million in potential campaign 
expenditures by individual 
candidates, based on the 
population in their riding. 

In York-Simcoe, that translates 
into $161,291 per political party, 
and $207,325 per candidate. 

That’s what they may spend, 
as permitted under the Fair 
Elections Act. What they are 
physically capable of spending 
will depend on their fundraising 
efforts, and the depth of their 
campaign coffers. As it stands, 
the Conservative Party holds 
a distinct advantage - as Mr. 
Harper has noted, it is the “best 
financed” party, with the most 
successful fundraising efforts to 
date. 

But there’s another can/may 
dichotomy to be considered. 
Although a party can spend over 
$54 million, and may spend 
over $54 million as permitted 
under the Election Act, let’s 
remember that 50% of whatever 
they spend will be reimbursed 
by the taxpayer. 

Perhaps, before launching a 
record campaign spending spree, 
the parties should be asking for 
permission from Canadians.

Home Smoke Alarm Program 

The Bradford West Gwillimbury Fire Department is continuing the 
home smoke alarm program this summer by going door to door 
to the homes in the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury to ensure 
that they are equipped with operable smoke alarms on each level 
of the house and outside all sleeping areas. Also, as of April 15. 

sleeping areas in residential occupancies that have an attached 
garage, a fireplace or are equipped with fuel burning appliances. 
It has been the law in Ontario since March 1, 2006, for 
homeowners to ensure that they have working smoke alarms 
on all levels of their house and outside all sleeping areas. As 
such, to expedite the completion of our program and to ensure 
the safety of the residents in your home, please ensure that all 
floor levels in your dwelling unit are equipped with an operable 
smoke alarm. Working smoke alarms provide early detection of 
fire and can give people the precious seconds needed to escape. 
Helpful Safety Tins 

• If anyone in the household sleeps with the bedroom door 
closed, install an alarm inside their bedroom. 

• Never remove the batteries from smoke alarms. If nuisance 
alarms are a problem, try moving the alarm to another 
location or purchase an alarm with a “bush feature” that 
temporarily silences the alarm. 

• Replace smoke alarms every 10 years. 

• Test smoke alarms once a month and replace the batteries 
every year. 

It is important to ensure that everyone in the household knows 
what to do if the smoke alarm sounds. As such, develop a home 
fire escape plan and practice it with the entire household.
